According to an article im 
the SSC Review, housing seg 
regation im Sacramento Is on 
the increase. Figures Corr 
piled by Dr. Leonard D. 
Cain, Jr., the author of the 
article, show that in 1950, 
Oak Park had a Negro pop- 
ulation of 6.8 per cent. In 
1960, it was 42.7 per cent. 


As the concentration of 
Negroes ‘become greater in 
the older portion of the city, 
new subdivisions have been 
built in which no Negroes 
have been able to buy ho- 
mes. In the entire Arden- 
Arcade district, according to 
census figures, only .16 pet 
cent of the population is 
Negro. 

“Members of the committee 
have found that some real- 
tors refuse to be the first 
to sell a home to a Negro in 
a new subdivision,” states 
Healton. “They frequently 
claim that home owners 
would be up in arms if they 
brought in a Negro. In tum, 
the home owners pass the 
buck and acduse the real 
estate men of acting to 
Keep the subdivisions pure 
Caucasian. As consequence 
of this inertia the barriers 
remain up and qualified 
negro buyers cannot get 
homes of their choice.” 


“The SCFH is looking fo
